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This  is  a  supplement  to  the  Goodrich  Family  in 
America,  compiled  by  Lafayette  Wallace  Case,  published 
in  1889.  The  family  numbers  are  those  assigned  by  Dr. 
Case  combined  with  a  new  series  to  identify  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  last  four  generations.

The  genealogical  information  has  been  compiled 
from  family  Bibles,  other  manuscript  records  preserved 
in  the  families,  wedding  announcements,  obituaries  and 
from  letters  written  by  living  members  of  the  families. 
Fortunately  several  of  the  Goodriches  were  interested 
in  family  history  and  left  valuable  records.  In  only 
a  few  instances  has  information  been  taken  from  print¬ 
ed  genealogies  of  allied  families.  The  place  of  burial 
is  noted  when  known  if  different  from  the  place  of 
death. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  collect  complete  in¬ 
formation  concerning  the  Curtis  Goodrich  descendants'. 
Mrs.  Minnie  Goodrich  Morin  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Wink  Fugitt-, 
granddaughters  of  Curtis,  have  furnished  much  of  the 
data  included.  A  careful  search  of  the  records  of  tfew 
Hartford,  New  York,  has  yielded  some  additional  items. 
This  work  was  done,  by  Mrs.  Irma  Spencer  Alexander.  Mrs. 
Anna  Goodrich  Woodford,  daughter,  and  Mrs.  Jessie  Wood-' 
ford  Lyman,  granddaughter,  of  Edward  Mott  Goodrich  fur¬ 
nished  the  data  for  his  family.
